To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Albany,  in  the  County  of 
Carroll,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

Your  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Albany  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Town  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Road  Agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  choose  a  Tax  Collector  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  choose  one  or  more  Constables  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7.  To  choose  one  or  more  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  necessaiy  sums  of  money  for 
salaries  and  expenses. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  necessary  sums  of  money  for 
highways  and  bridges. 

10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  defray 
expense  of  re-valuation  of  the  Town  by  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
its  share  for  the  White  Mts.  Region  Association. 


12.  To  raise  and  appropiiate  money  for  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance. 

13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  town  poor. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $600.00 
for  fire  protection.

A  law  passed  by  the  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature 
requires  the  Supervisory  Union  to  prepare  a  budget  for  the 
Superintendent's  salary  and  travel,  the  nurse's  salary,  the  clerk's 
salary,  and  other  Union  expenses.  This  budget  is  charged  to 
each  District  according  to  the  valuation  of  the  District  and  the 
number  of  pupils  attending  school.  In  Albany  the  charge  is 
based  on  the  assessed  valuation  and  no  charge  is  made  on  the 
number  of  pupils  as  there  is  no  school  in  the  district. 

The  work  and  cooperation  of  you  as  a  School  Board  is 
sincerely  appreciated.
